Claims Allowed

A cracking process as claimed In claim 1, wherein the regenerator Is operated at 
a temperature of 450 to 600°C and wherein the oil Is atomized In the atomization 
nozzles having a central inlet for steam, whereby the pressure is preset by springs and 
the oil in the surrounding chamber is passed to a ring slot where steam hits the oil film 
and breaks it up into droplets, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art.
